Casually travelling through North- 
ern Maly in 1859, Dunant came upon 
the ghastly plain of Solferino where, | 
on June 24th, 300,000 men had been 
engaged in a battle which had lasted |

Shocked into action at the sight of 
40,000 dead, wounded and dying sol- 
diers, Dunant undertook to establish 
a volunteer ambulance and nursing 
service, recruited from the nearby!

together an International Conference 
in 1863. As a result of these efforts 
still another conference was called in 
1864, when 16 nations sent delegates. | 
The meeting ended when 12 out of the 
16 national representatives signed the 
first Treaty of Geneva, and Red Cross 
was established for the first time in 
international law. Today 59 nations 
subscribe to this Treaty, which grew! 
out of the ideals of Henri Dunant. 
Dunant lived a long and useful life, 
devoting a large fortune to the fur- 
therance of his benevolent and phil-.
